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TO  THE  PUBLIC  OF  LOWER  CANADA. 


The  Public  have  already  been  informed,  throu<i,h  the  ordinary 
channels  of  intelligonee,  thai  the  Board  of  Agiiculliire  for  Lower 
Canada  have  resolved  to  hold  a  G'uand  Agricultural  and  Indus- 
trial Exhibition,  in  the  City  of  Montreal  on  the  27th,  'iSth,  '29th, 
and  30th  days  of  Sept.  next.  The  advantages  which  would  accrue  to 
the  Province  from  the  carrying  out  of  such  a  project,  with  due  spirit 
and  on  a  scale  of  sulficient  magnitude,  are  so  obvious  that  they  scar- 
cely require  to  be  formally  stated,  and  the  object  which  the  Local 
Committee,  appointed  to  carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Board,  have 
in  view  in  issuing  the  present  address,  is,  not  so  much  to  recommend 
the  scheme  or  to  enlarge  on  the  numerous  beneficial  results  likely  to 
flow  from  it,  as  simply  to  make  it  universally  known  and  bring  it  fairly 
under  the  notice  of  the  whole  body  of  our  intelligent  Agriculturists 
and  Mechanics. 

The  Committee  observe  with  unmingled  pride  and  satisfaction 
the  continually  accumulating  proofs  that  the  energies  of  the  Province 
have  of  late  years  been  thoroughly  aroused,  and  it  is  with  no  small 
degree  of  pleasure  that  they  are  now  permitted  to  congratulate  their 
fellow-countrymen  on  the  bright  j)rospect  opening  up  for  Canada, 
which  seems  destined  for  the  future  to  advance  in  the  march  of  Pro- 
gress and  Improvement  side  by  side  with  the  most  favoured  nations  of 
the  earth.  We  have  within  ourselves — in  our  country  and  in  our 
population — all  the  elements  necessary  to  constitute  a  great  nation. 
With  our  mingled  population, — in  which  we  have  all  the  hre  and  viva- 
city of  the  French  character — the  sturdy  independence  and  stout- 
heartedness of  the  English — the  patient  cautious  perseverance  of  the 
Scotch — and  the  bold  sparkling  genius  of  the  Irish — with  our  almost 
unlimited  amount  of  territory,  our  unexampled  means  of  internal  com- 
munication, our  connection  with  the  most  powerful  nation  of  the  Old 
World  and  our  proximity  to  the  great  and  cn,terprising  American  He- 
public — with  all  these  atl vantages,  we  have  nothing  to  fear  and  every- 
thing to  hope,  if  we  but  prove  true  to  ourselves  and  set  cur  hearts  and 
hands  in  right  earnest  to  the  glorious,  though  it  may  be  arduous  task 
of  working  out  the  destiny  which  Providence  seems  to  have  placed 
before  us. 

In  considering  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  add  new  force  to  the 
impetus  by  which  our  country  is  already  being  propelled  in  the  path  of 
onward  movement,  the  Coinmittee  believe  that  two  opinion's  can  scar- 
cely be  entertained  as  to  the  vast  importance  of  such  Exhibitions  as 
that  to  be  held  in  September,  viewed  as  a  niefins  of  developing  our 
resources,  and  of  calling  forth  and  keeping  in  active  exercise,  the  intel-

lectual  energies  and  the  practical  skill  and  inoeniiify  of  our  artizans 
and  aoTicultui-alists,  wliicli  might  otiierwisc  be  allowed  to  remain  com- 
paratively dormant.  They  rely,  therefore,  with  conlldence,  on  the 
generous  co-operalion  of  all  classes  of  the  community,  to  enable  them 
to  execute  their  mission  on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  growing 
greitness  of  the  Province,  and  in  a  manner  fitted  to  secure  to  the  fullest 
extent  the  objects  aimed  at  by  the  promoters  of  the  E::!iibitioii. 

U  is  intended  that  the  Exiiibition  shall  be  on  a  basis  suill'ciently 
wide  to  admit  of  an  adequate  representation  of  the  industry  and  skill  of 
all  classes  of  the  population.  But  it  is  evident  that,  in  order  to  the 
accomplishment  of  this,  the  Committee  must  have  ample  funds  placed 
at  their  disposal,  to  enable  them  to  oiler  premiums,  the  number  and 
amount  of  which  shall  be  a  sufficient  inducement  to  competition.  They 
are  in  hopes  of  receiving  considerable  pecuniary  aid  from  the  Govern- 
ment, through  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  but  the  success  of  the  under- 
taking, It  is  obvious,  must  mainly  depend  on  the  amount  of  support 
which  It  shall  receive  from  tlie  public  generally.  That  support,  they 
confidently  believe,  will  not  be  withheld,  if  properly  sought ;  and  they 
would,  therefore,  respectlully  invite  the  immediate  co-operation  of 
public  spirited  and  influential  individuals  throughout  the  Province,  with 
whom  they  will  be  happy  to  enter  into  communication  as  to  the  best 
means  of  furthering  the  objects  of  the  Exhibition  in  their  respective 
localities. 

The  Committee  cherish  a  confident  hope  that  the  Agriculturists 
Mechanics,  and  Manufacturers  of  the  Province,  will  so  interest  them- 
selves m  the  undertaking,  as  to  cause  the  Exhibition  to  come  off  with 
an  cckit  worthy  of  themselves  and  their  country.  On  their  efforts  its 
success  depends,  and  these  efibrts,  the  Committee  believe,  will  be 
heartily  put  forth.

1.  No  person  will  be  allowed  to  cater  more  than  one  animal  or 

lot  in  the  same  class.  ,  .  i^  ,  •,  •,• 

2.  All  animals  or  lots  intended  for  competition  at  the  J'.xlubidnn 
must  be  entered  with  the  Secretary  at  Montreal, on  or  bdbro,  ihe  loth 
day  of  September  next,  and  if  by  letter,  to  he  Post  Paid.  Ihe  entry 
will  be  made  by  filling  up,  and  signing  by  the  exhibitor,  the  printed 
form  schedule  A.  B.  or  C.  as  the  case  may  be,  and  sending  it  to  the 
Secretary,  and  the  applicant  will  receive  in  return  a  ticket  ot  admission 
for  his  stock  or  other  article,  to  the  place  of  Exhibition.  These  prin- 
ted forms  may  be  had  by  application  to  the  Secretary  at  the  Looms 
oftheBoardof  Agriculture,  No.  30,  Notre  Dame  Street,  Monlieal, 
or  by  letter  Post  Paid,  or  from  the  Presidents  of  County  Agricultural 
Societies  in  Lower  Canada  who  will  be  furnished  with  them  lor  distri- 

3'.  No  Neat  Cattle  will  be  allowed  to  enter  the  Show  Ground 
without  being  secured  in  a  proper  manner,  by  either  chain,  strap,  or 
cord,  so  that"the  person  in  charge  of  them,  may  take  them  to  the  place 
assigned  to  them  and  secure  them  there,  in  the  class  in  which  they  are 
entered  for  competition.

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2.  All  articles  to  be  exhibited  for  premiums  must  be  placed  in 
the  stands  by  ten  o'clock,  a.  m.   Tliis  rule  u-'dl  be  strkthj adlLcredto. 

3.  All  articles  exhibited  shall  remain  in  the  Hall  until  the  close 
of  the  exhibition,  when  they  will  be  delivered  to  the  contributors, 
unless  otherwise  directed. 

4".  The  Judges  shall  have  the  discretionary  power  of  with-hold- 
ing  premiums,  if,  in  their  opinion,  the  articles  exhibited  do  not  merit 
them.

7.  Parties  will  not  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  one  prize  in  the 
same  class. 

8.  It  is  also  required  that  fruit,  flowers,  and  vegetables,  should  be 
accompanied  by  brief  observations  on  the  mode  of  cultivation,  if  iic(^u- 
liar,  together  with  any  other  remarks  of  utility. 

9.  No  individual,  except  the  Judges,  will  be  allowed  to  touch  or 
handle  any  fruit,  flower,  or  other  article  exhibited. 

10.  The  decision  of  the  Judges,  as  regards  the  premiums,  must 
be  considered  final. 

11.  The  Judges  shall  not  be  competitors  in  that  class  for  whirh 
they  are  to  award  premiums. 

12.  No  person  allowed  to  be  present  while  the  .Judges  are 
awarding  premiums. 

13.  Any  deviation,  more  or  less,  from  the  exact  quantities  or 
numbers  specified  m  the  scheduhi  will  disqualify  a  competitor.
